Even if you take the time to 
become a proficient cw operator, 
as we outlined in the first part 
of this article, you won*t enjoy

Second you must have your 
antenna connected tothe receiver 
except when the key is down, 
On 40 and 80 meters it is easy 
to use a random wire for a 
receiving antenna separate from 
your transmitting antenna, On 
thehigher bands where you need 
a beam for receiving try a good 
TR switch. Unfortunately antenna 
relays don*%t key too well. If the 
receiver overloads and knocks 
your ears off you can mute it with 
a separate relay and bias voltage, 
or build a simnle audio limiter 
and hold your signal level down. 


Now you can hear another 
station say something between 
words or even dots if he wants 
to break you, just as youcan hear 
between sentences on SSB VOX, 
You can ask questions and get 
immediate replies and avoid the 
old type of monologue AM Q@SO, 
When handling traffic the re- 
ceiving station can break you 
for fills as needed. It’s neat, 
it’s efficient, and it takes litile 
time or money to equip any 
modern station for break in.

MORE FCC CHANGES 


In November SKIP we re- 
ported some changes in the 
FCC procedures for handling 
examinations administered by 
volunteers, The effective date 
of the order was postponed 
until December 1, and further 
changes have been made in the 
routine, 

Under the newest rules, can- 
didates will obtain a form 610 
from an FCC office, and locate 
an examiner who is at least 
21 years of ageandholds aGen- 
eral or higher amateur license, 
or holds a commercial radio- 
telegraph license or operates 
a government radiotelegraph 
station manually, The examiner 
first administers the sending 
and receiving code tests, With- 
in ten days after the applicant 
passes the code tests, the exa- 
miner forwards the application, 
the applicant’s check or money 
order payable to FCC when re- 
quired, and his certification 
of the code test together with 
the examiner’s and Applicant’s 
complete name and permanent 
address, and the examiner’s 
qualifications to supervise the 
tests, The papers will then be 
forwarded only tothe examiner, 
who must return them within 
the time specified. 

In the same order, the Com- 
mission specified that can- 
didates for examination before 
an FCC engineer must file their 
applications and fees when re- 
quired in advance, The engineer 
will then schedule the appli-. 
cant for testing at the district 
office or a field point, 

The FCC further changed its 
rules, making it possible to re-

SET REPORT AND 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Our experience in Florida -- 
not only in this SET but over 
the past several years -- am- 
ply confirms the wisdom of the 
ARPSC merger of NTS with the 
AREC, 

This merger is not new in 
Florida, The Florida Emer- 
gency Communications Plan, 
first implemented in 1961, is 
built on the basic idea that 
emergency nets aretraffic nets, 
pure and simple, Nothing could 
be more desirable than using the 
NTS for emergency communi- 
cations, 

This SET amply indicates, 
however, that NTS will have 
to be modified, amplified and 
somewhat redesignedifit is to 
carry out its new responsibi- 
lities adequately. 

Based on experience gained 
in this SET, as reported by the 
amateurs who participated, the 
Florida SectionEmergency Co- 
ordinators respectfully make 
the following recommendation 
to whomever is able to act on 
them. 

1, The Florida Key Cities 
need to be strengthened in the 
hardware and personnel depart- 
ments, The ideahas beenamply 
demonstrated to be valuable, 
The EC for each Key City is 
urged to implement the idea 
much more effectively, not only 
inemergency operations, but, in 
accordance with the ARPSC 
concept, in everyday operation, 

We recommend that every 
Key City EC organize his 
ARPSC members so that his 
city is represented on every 
Session of every regular 
Florida traffic net, every day, 

We recommend that every 
Key City intercom net be put 
on a daily basis, interconnect- 
ing especially the stations which 
meet regular traffic nets, This 
intercom can often be used to 
very good effect in everyday 
operation to switchtraffic from 
net to net. 

.2, The ARRL should im- 
mediately begin exploring an 
expansion of the NTS to make 
use of daytime net schedules for 
handling long-haul traffic, in- 
cluding that ‘‘left over’. from 
heavily-loaded nighttime NTS 
skeds. They should specifi- 
cally consider inviting exist- 

daytime SSB nets to af- 
filiate with NTS to perform this 
function, 


3. The ARRL should begin 
immediately to design a plan 
for incorporating point-to- 
point circuits into emergency 


. communications planning, This 


can be based on a modification 
of the Key City idea --- Na- 
tional Key Cities being those 
cities which in disasters lo- 
gically are major destination 
points for traffic originating 
outside the state in which 
they’re located, Red Cross 
Area HQ Cities are good ex- 
amples, Thus, any station with 
EMERGENCY or high 
PRIORITY traffic for such cit- 
ies, or with large bulks of traf- 
fic, can reach them direct, 
without enduring the delays and 
multiple handlings inherent in 
regular NTS routes, and with- 
out burdening their home-state 
section nets with the extra bulk 
of traffic,

radio.) This Communications 
Handbook should bring together 
between two covers all the in- 
formation now scattered thinly 
over the ‘‘Traffic Topic’’ 
columns in QST, ‘‘Operating an 
Amateur RadioStation’”’ and half 
a dozen other books and pam= 
phlets, And much more should 
be added, to provide an ade- 
quate reference - textbook of

The International Amateur 
Radio Union has been admitted 
as a participating organization 
with observer status, and has 
been represented for all or por- 
tions of the conference by 
SM5ZD, G6CL, G2MI, W3PS, 
S6SAI, and W1LVQ, The prin- 
cipal item of concern to the 
amateur service is, of course, 
satellite communications ex- 
perimental activities as exem- 
plified by the Oscar program, 

At copy time the conference 
had not yet finished its work 
The amateur matter has been 
discussed first at working- 
group and then at full com- 
mittee level, with approval for 

pace satellite activity in the 
44-146 mc, band, Considerable 
opposition at first came from U- 
SSR, largely on concern that 
amateur satellites might inter- 
fere with normal amateur op- 
eration; agreement was reached 
in a small study group with 
the USSR provision that the 
allocation require coordination 
of satellite activity among na- 
tional amateur organizations, 
and that CCIR be asked to re- 
commend technical principles 
and limitations, In full com- 
mittee, however, the CCIR study 
was deleted, over considerable 
objection by USSR, most coun- 
tries feeling that amateurs 
could take care of their aspect 
themselves, The matter will 
undoubtedly come up again in 
the plenary sessions, too late 
for a final report in this issue. 
It is almost certain that we 
shall retain a satellite alloca- 
tion in 144-146 mc, but there is 
an open question on precisely 
what the conditions will be. 
However, such conditions as 
have been proposed will not be 
particular handicap to the 
mateur service, and therefore 
from the practical standpoint 
the result should not materially 
affect the Oscar or other satel- 
fite programs, 
It is worthy to note that the

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MY REACTION TO THE 
BISHOP CASE

Like all Florida Hams andproe 
bably some others, I have fole 
lowed the Bishop case with great 
interest. So, when the September 
issue of FLORIDA SKIP was ree 
ceived, with the outcome of the 
legal action, I read the details 
with a great deal of interest 
and some considerable emotion. 
My first reaction was to wonder 
if Florida had at last become 
a “Police State’’, and what this 
decision might mean to me, 
operating as I do in a fringe 
area where the AVCs of the 
‘4oneeeyed monster’? are wide 
open all the time. Following is 
my ‘‘layman’s * evaluation of 
the incident. 


Rereading and reflection, while 
raising some puzzling questions, 
has left me with some definite 
convictions. The first of these 
is that Mr. Bishop acted very 
unwisely and in an. illeadvised 
manner. Perhaps under the cire 
cumstances, I might do exactly 
as he did, but I doubt it. In the 
first place, I believe his most 
serious error wastoSTOP transe 
mitting. If he was operating in 
accordance with the terms of 
his license, he had nothing to 
fear from arrest for operating 
his transmitter. If, on the other 
hand, he was not operating withe 
in the terms of his license, then 
he should not have been on the 
air at all. 


I hope all amateurs will read 
and reread this statement. If 
you know you are operating in 
the right, do not under any cire 
cumstances STOP operating until 
told to do so by the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
or, until faced with a properly 
validated court order. 


Despite the ‘police threat?’, 
that arrest would follow further 
transmission, the cessation of 
exercising his right to operate 
his amateur transmitter must 
have, most certainly, been intere 
preted by the police as an ade 
mission of guilt. When Mr. Bise 
hop ceased transmitting, he ree 
moved the ‘‘cause celebre’ ” 
for his arrest andtherefore could 
not be arrested for transmitting. 
Yet, if there was to be anarrest, 
it should have been, to strengthen 
Mr. Bishops position, only bee 
cause he had defied the police 
threat to desist. Any other reason 
would not necessarily be pertine 
ent to the operation of amateur 
transmitting equipment, and 
would not presumable come withe 
in the jurisdiction of a Federal 
regulating agency. So, by ceasing 
to operate his transmitter, Mr. 


Bishop actually lost what supe 
port he might have attained 
through the transcendency of Fee 
deral jurisdiction over local 
laws. 


Most of us have little to do 
with legal actions and are ree 
latively unfamiliar with legal and 
police procedure. Also, it can 
be said, that the majority of 
us amateurs, do not have the 
money to run to an attorney each 
time we feel our rights are being 
infringed upon. In this case, it 
is my OPinion that Mr. Bishop 
should have consulted legal coune 
sel immediately upon being threa: 
tened by arrest. Had he done so, 
it is probable that the entire 
episode could’ have been Settled 
amiably and without all the furore 
and cost that has now ensued. 
Also, he would not have been in 
the position of trying to find 
and attorney on short notice and 
at an inopportune time. This 
error on his part unquestionably 
precipitated some of the events 
which followed. 


I am not concerned with Mr. 
Bishops runein with the police 
and his subsequent arrest for 
using abusive language. Here 
again, I think he made his third 
error. Mr. Bishop was quite 
within his right not to discuss 
his operation of a radio transe 
mitter with the police. This is 
a matter between himself and 
the Federal government, Howe 
ever, he did violate the code 
of ethics of the Amateur which 
states that an Amateur shall 
be courteous. One can be firm 
and courteous at the same time. 
His arrest for discourtesy is a 
matter of local ordinance and 
I am sure his attorney is quite 
competent to handle this matter. 


However, if he was arrested 
for operating an amateur transe 
mitter, or for refusal to show 
his FEDERAL credentials to a 
local police officer without due 
process, THAT is another matter 
and one of deep concern to me 
as an amateur. Andhereis where 
one of the puzzling facets of 
the case develops. Mr. Bishop 
states in the FLORIDA SKIP 
article that he was arrested in 
his Ham shack, charged with 
using obscene and profane lane 
guage and distrubing the peace. 
Again I say, this is a matter 
of local ordinaanc and does not 
concern me, 


There is no mention here of 
an arrest ‘*‘for operating an 
amateur radiotransmitter.’’ Yet, 
when Mr. Bishop interogated his 
attorney as to whether he could 
operate his transmitter, he was 
told that he had been arrested 
once and would probably again. 
Why? For operating the tranSe 
mitter? He had never been are 


rested for that reason, accord. 
ing to Mr. Bishop. This is a 
puzzling facet to me. Particular. 
so as Mr. Bishop had been ade 
vised by a “field representative’’ 
to operate. What field represene 
tative? ARRL? FCC? Mr, Bise 
hop doesn’t state, 


Here is another distrubing 
thing about the case, In: one of 
the press stories published in 
FLORIDA SKIP, I read that Mr. 
Bishop contended that he was 
illegally arrested for disturbing 
the peace but that these charges 
were nolprossed, Yet, inthe same 
article, I read that the City ate 
torney said that the police ofe 
ficers acted lawfully on a come 
plaint that Bishops was intere 
ferring with television sets. If 
this is a TRUE quote of the 
City attorney, then this case 
is not finished yet, and must 
be prosecuted until the City of 
Pensacola and its Attorney ree 
cognize that they do not have 
jurisdiction over the operation 
of Amateur radio transmitters, 
This is a right reserved by 
the Federal government for its 
regulatory body. 


Therefore, I feel that this case 
needs further careful. study to 
determine whether the rights of 
an amatuer have indeed been 
infringed upon by a municipality 
and its police force, and if such 
determination is made, then the 
case must be taken to whatever 
Court is required, to obtain legal 
protection from the police of 
any municipality or local governe 
ment within the State of Florida, 
or any other State, from intere 
ference with amateur transmitter 
operation. 


To this end, I have forwarded 
a copy of this discussion of Mr. 
James P, Born of Atlanta, the 
Director of the ARRL with jurise 
diction over this area, requesting 
that he ask the General Counsel 
of the League to investigate the 
facts of this case thoroughly to 
insure that the Amateurs of this 
area may be protected from une 
lawful interference with their 
right to operate their tranSe 
mitters in accordance with FEe 
DERAL regulations. 


Secondly, 1 propose that Mr. 
Born request the General Counsel 
of the League to prepare a pame 
phlet or circular which sets forth 
the LAW as it pertains to the 
operation of amateur tranSe 
mitting equipment, citing theree 
in, the legal steps that have been 
taken and the decision rendered 
to uphold the LAW, This pame 
phlet to be circulated to each 
Police Chief and City Attorney 
within the United States, as a 
matter of information and edue 
cation, so that in the future, 


these officials will know the exe 
extent of their statuatory authoe 
rity in connection with amateur 
radio. I believe misinformation 
and misunderstanding ofthel . 
aspects of amateur operation 
counts for the majority of thes® 
unfortunate episodes, And lastly, 
I propose that Mr. Born ask — 
the General Counsel of the 
League, to publish in as early 
an edition of the League’s Of- 
ficial organ QST as possible, 
the details of his study of the 
BISHOP Case and his findings. 
Should the findings show that 
free operation of amateur transe 
mitting equipment in the City 
of Pensacola, the State of Florida, 
or any other locality in these 
United States, be compromised, 
I shall later propose the eSe 
tablishment of a fund to be used 
to prosecute the Bishop Case 
to a successful conclusion, 

Lets have the TRUE facts 
FIRST. 

In a later article under pree 
paration, I propose to discuss 
what actions I would take, should 
I find myself in a similar situae 
tion. to that of Mr. Bishop.
